Her 
book, Science and Health, is accepted by her followers as the 
text-book of the cult, and portions of it are read at their 
services. Of it she wrote in 1901 :—

God, without the image and 
likeness of Himself, would be 
a nonentity, or Mind unexpress- 
ed. He would be without a wit- 
ness or proof of His own nature. 
- - - If God Who is Life, were 
parted for a moment from His 
reflection, man, during that mo- 
ment there would be no divinity 
reflected, The Ego would be un- 
expressed and the Father would 
be childless—no Father (ibid. 
pp. 303, 306). 

The Jewish tribal Jehovah 
was a man-projected God, liable 
to wrath, repentance, and hu- 
man changeableness (ibid. p. 
120). 

Space forbids us subjecting these 
Statements to the critical “gruel- 
ling’ they deserve, but to any 
reasonable mind, capable of read- 


ing the Word of God without 
wresting it, such extracts—of 


which there are hundreds more as 
un-“scientific,”” and even less in- 
telligible—cannot fail to demon- 
Strate the utter variance between 
“Christian Science” and the Bible. 
The God of the Bible and the God 
of “Christian Science” are abso- 
lutely different, and we cannot 
love.and worship both at the one 
time, unless we deny our reason 
and do despite to the Word of the 
Living God. 


Concerning Jesus Christ 

After having said so much that 
is false about Deity, it is not sur- 
prising that Mrs. Eddy is found 
to be equally false regarding the 
Person and Work of Jesus Christ. 
We do not fear contradiction in 
Stating the fact that, on practical- 
ly every vital point relating to the 
doctrine of the Person and Work 
of Christ, “Christian Science” is 
as far removed from the Bible 
teaching as East is from West. 

The following rigmarole is one 
out of hundreds found in the 
book: 

The invisible Christ was im- 
perceptible to the so-called per- 
sonal sense, whereas Jesus ap- 
peared as a bodily existence. 
This dual personality of the un- 
seen and seen, the spiritual and 
material, the eternal Christ and 
the corporeal Jesus manifest in 
the flesh, continued until the 
Master’s ascension, when the 
human, material concept, or Je- 
sus, disappeared, while the spirit- 
ual self, or Christ, continues to 
exist in the eternal order of Di- 
vine Science, taking away the 
sins of the world, as the Christ 


has always done, even before_the 


II, pp. 143, 144). 


Jesus bore our infirmities; he 
knew the error of mortal belief, 
and “with his stripes (the re- 
jection of error)* we are heal- 
ed” (ibid. p. 20). 

Final deliverance from error, 
whereby we rejoice in immortal- 
ity . .. is not reached... by 
pinning one’s faith without 
works to another’s vicarious ef- 
fort (ibid. p. 22). 

The atonement requires con< 
stant self-immolation on the 
sinner’s part. That God’s wrath 
should be vented upon His be- 
loved Son, is divinely unnatural, 
Such a theory is man-made. The 
atonement is a hard problem int 
theology, but its scientific ex- 
planation is that suffering is an 
error of sinful sense which 
Truth destroys, and that even- 
tually both sin and suffering 
will fall at the feet of everlast- 
ing Love (ibid. p. 23). 

Does erudite theology regard 
the crucifixion of Jesus chiefly 
as providing a ready pardon for 
all sinners who ask for it and 
are willing to be forgiven? ... . 
Then we must differ (ibid. p. 
24)—-our italics. 

The efficacy of the crucifixion 
lay in the practical affection 
and goodness it demonstrated 
for mankind (ibid. p. 24). 
With .this doctrine of hopeless- 

ness, compare the words in I Tim, 
2:5, 6—“For there is one God, and 
one Mediator between God and 
men, the Man Christ Jesus; who 
gave Himself a ransom for all, 
to be testified in due time.” 


Christian Terms Misused 

Many other subjects could be 
taken up, such as Prayer, the Holy 
Spirit, Heaven, Hell, Satan, An- 
gels, etc., in all of which “Chris- 
tian Science” will stand convicted 
of error and even blasphemy. In

Whilst, on the 
surface, therefore, their “creed” 
is so phrased as to appear more 
or less correct and scriptural, in 
truth it is completely at variance 
with the Bible! Their meaning of 
God, Christ, prayer, atonement, 
forgiveness, etc., has nothing in 
common with the true Biblical 
teaching. This point is exceedingly 
important, and reveals the dem- 
oniacal source to which it pertains, 


Four Basic Propositions 

In the 1903 edition of Science 
and Health, p, 113, are given Mrs. 
Eddy’s four basic propositions. 
They are, in her own words:— 

First, God is all in all. 

Second, God is good, good is 
mind, 

Third, spirit being all, nothing 
is matter. 

Fourth, life, God, omnipotent, 
good, deny death, evil, sin, di- 
sease— 

Disease, sin, evil, death, deny 
good, omnipotent, God, life.

The great attraction of this cult 
is doubtless the mind cures it is 
said to have wrought. Nor do we 
question that many have been cur- 
ed. But it has again and again 
been stated that the system never 
has cured any diseases save those 
which have been cured by “mental 
therapeutics.”” Mrs. Eddy herselt 
had to resort to the dentist! 

Dr. A. J. Gordon, of Boston, 
throws out this warning concern- 
ing the teaching of Mrs. Eddy: 

If the body is only a phantom 
and the flesh only a, shadow, it 
is logically certain that by-and- 
by some very practical sinners 
will take refuge under this sys- 
tem, and insist that the sins of 
the body and the transgressions 
of the flesh are harmless, since 
they are only the phantom of a 
phantom, and the shadow of a 
shadow. 

The late Dr. I. M. Haldeman, 
Pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
New York, summed. up this per- 
nicious cult as follows: 

Christian Science has one su- 


preme aim. Its aim is to take 
uway Jesus Christ as the alone 
Saviour of men. It denies His 
actual birth, repudiates Him as 
the Christ, makes Him.to be as 
full of errors as other mortals, 
rejects the Atonement of the 
Cross, says He never died, never 
was buried and never rose, does 
not exalt His name aheve every 
name, refuses to bow to Him as 
Lord and God, teaches that He 
does not sit upon the infinite 
throne, and that He is not in 
heaven at all. In short, it turns 
His body into an apparition, His 
blood to nothingness, His cross 
to a myth, His death to a fic- 
tion, His burial to a mockery, 
and Himself to a _ personality 
that was never real and no 
longer exists.

I come here tonight in God's 
stead, my friends, to plead with 
you as God’s ambassador, to 
charge many of you with a sin; 
to lay it to your hearts by the 
power of the Spirit, so that you 
may be convinced of sin, of right- 
eousness, and of a judgment to 
come. The crime I charge you 
with is the sin of the text. God 
has written to you the great 
things of His law, but they have 
been unto you as a strange thing. 
It is concerning this blessed book, 
the Bible, that I mean to speak 
to-night. Here lies my text— 
this Word of ~God. Here.is the 
theme of my discourse, a theme 
which demands more eloquence 
than I possess; a subject upon 
which a thousand orators might 
speak at once; a mighty, vast, 
and comprehensive theme, which 
might engross all _ eloquence 
throughout eternity, and still it 
would remain unexhausted. 
Concerning the Bible, I have 
three things to say to-night, and 


they are all in my text. First, its 


author, “J have written:” second- 
ly, its subjects—the great things 
of God’s law; and thirdly, its 
common treatment— it has been 
accounted by most men a strange 
thing. 


I. The Author of the Bible 
Is God

text says that it is God. “J have 
written to him the great things 
of my law.” Here lies my Bible 

who wrote it? I open it, and 
find it consists of a series of 
tracts. The first five tracts were 
written by a man called Moses; 
I turn on, and I find others. Some- 
times I see David is the penman, 
at other times Solomon. Here I 
read Micah, then Amos, then Ho- 
sea. As I turn further on, to the 
more luminous pages of the New 
Testament, I see Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, and John, Paul,. Peter, 
James, and others; but when I 
shut up the book, I ask myself, 
who is the author of it? Do these 
men jointly claim the authorship? 
Are they the compositors of this 
massive volume? Do they between 
themselves divide the honor? Our 
holy religion answers No! 


This volume jis the writing of 
the living God: each letter was 
penned with an Almighty finger; 
each word in it dropped from the 
everlasting lips; each sentence was 
dictated by the Holy Spirit. Al- 
beit, that Moses. was employed to 
write his histories with his fiery 
pen, God guided that pen. It may 
be that David touched his harp 
and let sweet Psalms of melody 
drop from his fingers; but God 
moved his hands over the living 
strings of his golden harp. It may 
be that Solomon sang canticles of 
love, or gave forth words of con- 
summate wisdom, but God di- 
rected his lips, and made the 
preacher eloquent. If I follow the 
thundering Nahum, when _ his 
horses plough the waters, or 


Habakkuk, when he sees the tents 
of Cushan in affliction; if I read 
|'Malachi, when the earth is burn- 
‘ing like an oven; if I turn to the 
Smooth page of John, who tells of 
‘love, or the rugged, fiery chapters 


of Peter, who speaks of fire de- 
vouring God's enemies; if I turn 
to Jude, who launches forth an- 
athemas upon the foes of God, 
everywhere I find God speakinz; 
it is God’s voice, not man’s; the 
words are God’s words, the words 
of the Eternal, the Invisible, the 
Almighty, the Jehovah of this 
earth. 


This Bible is God's Bible, and 
when I see it, I seem to hear a 
voice springing up from it, saying, 
“IT am the book of God; man, 
read me. I am God’s writing; open 
my leaf, for I was penned by 
God; read it, for He is my author, 
and you will see Him visible and 
manifest everywhere.” “I have 
written to him the great things 
of my law.” 


How do you know that God 
wrote the book? That is just what 
I shall not try to prove to you. 
I could if I pleased, demonstrate 
it, for there are arguments enough, 
there are reasons enough, did I 
care to occupy your time to-night 
in bringing them before you; but 
I shall do no sueh thing. I might 
tell you, if I pleased, that the 
grandeur of the style is above 
that of any mortal writing, and 
that all the poets who have ever 
existed could not, with all their 
works united, give us such sub- 
lime poetry and such mighty lan- 
guage as is to be found in the 
Scriptures. I might insist upon 
it, that the subjects of which it 
treats are beyond the human in- 
tellect; that man could never 
have invented the grand doctrines 
of a Trinity in the Godhead; 
man could not have told us any- 
thing of the creation of the uni- 


verse: he could never have been 
the author of the majestic idea 
of Providence—that all things 


are ordered according to the will 
of one great Supreme Being, and 
work together for good. I might 
enlarge upon its honesty, since

How Merciful of God to Give 
Us a Bible 
Yet once more, before we leave 
this point, let us stop and con- 
sider the merciful nature of God, 


.in having written us a Bible at 
all. Ah, He might have left us 


without it, to grope our dark way, 
as blind men seek the wall; He 
might have suffered us to wander 
on with the star of reason as 
our only guide. 


I recollect a story of Mr. Hume, 


-who so constantly affinmed that 


the light of reason is abundantly 


‘ sufficient. Being at a good minis-

not even break the seal; 


ter’s house one evening, he had 
been discussing the question and 
declaring his firm belief in the 
sufficiency of the light of nature. 
On leaving, the minister offered 
to hold a candle to light him 
down the steps. He said “No; the 
light of nature would be enough; 
the moon would do.” It so hap- 
pened that the moon was covered 
with a cloud, and he fell down 
the steps. “Ah!” said the min- 
ister, “you had better have had 
a little light from above, after 
all, Mr. Hume.” 


_ So, supposing the light of na- 
ture to be sufficient, we had bet- 
ter have a little light from above 
too, and then we shall be sure 
to be right. Better have two lights 
than only one. The light of crea- 
tion is a bright light. God may 
be seen in the stars; His name 
is written in gilt letters on the 
brow of night; you may discover 
His glory in the ocean waves, 
yea, in the trees of the field; 
but it is better to read it in two 
books than in one. You will find 
it here more clearly revealed; for 
He has written this Book Himself, 
and He has given you the key to 
understand it, if you have the 
Holy Spirit. Ah, beloved, let us 
thank God for this Bible; let us 
love it; let us count it more pre- 
cious than much fine gold. 


How Wicked Not to Read 
God’s Word! 
But let me say one thing before 
I pass on to the second point. If 
this be the Word of God, what 
will become of some of you who 
have not read it for the last 
month? ‘Month, sir! I have not 
read it for this year.” Ay, there 


‘are some of you who have not 


read it at all. Most people treat 
the Bible very politely. They have 
a small pocket volume, neatly 
bound; they put a white pocket- 
handkerchief round it and carry 
it to their places of worship; 
when they get home, they lay it 
up in a drawer till next Sunday 
morning; then it comes out again 
for a little bit of a treat, and goes 
to chapel; that is all the poor 
Bible gets in the way of an air- 
ing. That is your style of enter- 
taining this heavenly messenger. 
There is dust enough on some 
of your Bibles to write “damna- 
tion” with your fingers. There are 
some of you who have not turned 
over your Bibles for a long, long, 
long while, and what think you? 
I tell you blunt words, but true 
words. What will God say at last? 
When you shall come before Him, 
He shall say, “Did you read my 
Bible?” 

“No.” 

“I wrote you a letter of ‘mercy; 
did you read it?” 

“No.” 

“Rebel! I have sent thee a let- 
ter inviting thee to me; didst 
thou ever read it?”’ 

“Lord, I never broke the seal; 
I kept it shut up.” 

“Wretch!” says God, ‘then, 
thou deservest Hell, if I sent thee 
a loving epistle, and thou wouldst 
what

shall I do unto thee?” 

Oh, let it not be so with you. 
Be Bible-readers; be Bible-search- 
ers. 


Il. The Great Subjects of 
the Bible 


Our second point is: The sub- 
jects on which the Bible treats. 
The words of the text are these: 
“T have written to him the great 
things of my law.” The Bible 
treats of great things, and of 
great things only. There is no- 
thing in this Bible which is un- 
important. Every verse in it has 


a solemn meaning; and if we have | 


not found it out yet, we hope yet 
to do it. You have seen mum- 
mies. wrapped round and round 
with folds of linen. Well, God's 
Bible is like that; it is*a vast 
roll of white linen, woven in the 
loom of truth; so you will have to 
continue unwinding it, roll after 
roll, before you get the real mean- 
ing of it from the very depth; and 
when you have found, as you 
think, a part of the meaning, you 
will still need to keep on un- 
winding, unwinding, and all eter- 
nity you will be unwinding the 
words of this wondrous volume. 
Yet there is nothing in the Bible 
but great things. Let me divide 
so as to be more brief. First, all 
things in this Bible are great; 
but, secondly, some things are the 
greatest of all. 


All Things of the Bible Are Great 


All things in the Bible are 
great. Some people think it does 
not matter what doctrines you 
believe; that it is immaterial what 
church you attend; that all de- 
nominations are alike. Well, I dis- 
like Mrs. Bigotry above almost all 
people in the world, and I never 
give her any compliment or praise; 
but there is another woman I hate 
equally as much, and that is Mrs. 
Latitudinarianism—a well-known 
character who has made the dis- 
covery that all of us are alike. 


Now, I believe that a man may 
be saved in any church. Some 
have been saved in the Church of 
Rome—a few blessed men whose 
names I could mention here. I 
know, blessed be God, that multi- 
tudes are saved in the Church of 
England; she has a host of pious, 
praying men in her midst. I think 
that all sections of Protestant 
Christians have a remnant accord- 
ing to the election of grace; and 
they had need to have, some of 
them, a little salt, for otherwise 
they would go to corruption. But 
when I say that, do you imagine 
that I think them all on a level? 
Are they all alike truthful? 


One sect says infant baptism 
is right; another says it is wrong; 
yet you say they are both right. 
I cannot see that. 

One teaches we are saved by 
free grace; another says that we 
are not, but are saved by free 
will; and yet you believe they are 
both right. I do not understand 
that. 

One says that God loves His 
people and never leaves off loving 
them; another says that He did 
not love His people before they 
loved Him—that He often loves 
them, and then ceases to love 
them, and turns them away. They 
may be both right in the main: 
but can they both be right when 
one says “Yes,” and the other says 
“No”? I must have a pair of 
spectacles to enable me to look 
backwards and forwards at the 
same time, before I can see that. 
It cannot be, sirs, that they are 
both right. 

But some say they differ upon 
non-essentials. This text says, “I 
have written to him the great 
things of my law.” There is noth- 
ing in God's Bible which is not 
great. Did ever any of you sit 
down to see which was the purest 
religion? “Oh,” say you, “we never 
took the trouble. We went just 
where our father and mother 
went.” Ah! that is a profound 
reason indeed. You went where 
your father and mother did. I 
thought you were sensible people; 
I didn’t think you went where 
other people pulled you, but went 
of your own Selves. 

I love my parents above all 
that breathe, and the very thought 
that they believe a thing to be 
true helps me to think it is cor- 
rect; but I have not followed 


them; I belong to a different de-

They 
contain the sum substance of 
divinity. R for ruin. We were all 
ruined in the fall; we were all 
lost when Adam sinned, and we 
were all ruined by our own trans- 
gressions; we are all ruined by our 
evil hearts, and our own wicked 
wills; and we all shall be ruined, 
unless grace saves us. Then there 
is a second R for redemption. 
We are ransomed by the blood of 
Christ, a lamb without blemish 
and without spot; we are rescued 
by his power; we are ransomed by 
his merits; we are redeemed by 
his strength. Then there is R for 
regeneration. If we would be par- 
doned, we must also be regen- 
erated; for no man can partake 
of redemption unless he is regen- 
erate. Let him be as good as he 
pleases; let him serve God, as 
he imagines, as much as he likes: 
unless he is regenerate and has 
a new heart, a new birth, he will 
be in the first R, that is ruin. 
These things contain an epitome 
of the gospel. I believe there is 
a better epitome in the five points 
of Calvinism;—Election according 
to the foreknowledge of God: the 
natural depravity and sinfulness 
of man; particular redemption by 
the blood of Christ; effectual 
calling by the power of the Spirit; 
and ultimate perseverance by the 
efforts of God’s might. I think all 
those need to be believed, in or- 
der to salvation; but I should not 
like to write a creed like the 
Athanasian, beginning with “Who- 
soever shall be saved, before all 
things it is necessary that he 
should hold the Catholic faith,

But the 
science of Jesus Christ is the 
most excellent of sciences. Let no 
one turn away from the Bible be- 
cause it is not a book of learn- 
ing and wisdom. It is. 


Would ye know astronomy? It 
is here: it tells you of the Sun of 
Righteousness and the Star of 
Bethlehem. Would you know bot- 
any? It is here: it tells you of the 
plant of renown—the Lily of the 
Valley, and the Rose of Sharon. 
Would you know geology and 
mineralogy? You shall learn it 
here: for you may read of the 
Rock of Ages, and the White 
Stone with the name engraven 
thereon, which no man knoweth 
saving he that receiveth it.

You know that throughout the 
New Testament, especially in this 
question, by word, by thought, 
by inference, the problem we face 
is answered. It is written in the 
first chapter of Matthew, verse 
20: 

“But while he thought on these 
things, behold, the angel of the 
Lord appeared unto him in a 
dream, saying, Joseph, thou son 
of David, fear not to take unto 
thee Mary thy wife: for that 
which is conceived in her is of the 
Holy Ghost, and she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call 
his name JESUS: for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” 


That is what the angels think 
about the Lord Jesus Christ, that 
He is the Son of David, the Son 
of God, the Saviour of the world.

Dr. Jones paints such vivid 
pictures that their spiritual les- 
son is indelibly impressed on 
your heart. 
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William Elbert Munsey was one 
of the great Methodist preachers 
of two generations ago. He was. 
called the most eloquent pulpit 
orator in the South at his death. 
Dr. V. Raymond Edman said of 
this book, “This is the strongest, 
and at the same time, the sweet- 
est statement I ever read on one 
of the most awful themes of di- 
vine revelation.” Not always easy 
to read, but always stirring and 
profound, always rich and 
thoughtful. 
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Finally they went to a small 
place, to a tiny restaurant near 
the river. They ate a sandwich 
and drank several cups of coffee 
each. Finishing the host man paid 
the check. “Boy, you know I've 
decided I don’t want to go home. 
Let’s you and I go somewhere! I 
know a place where we can have 
a good time.”

“Never mind, let’s go.” Refusing 
to take no for an answer, the 
new acquaintance, putting his 
arm through our young fellow’s 
arm, led down the street.

Our man went to his room, sober- 
ed up, cleaned up completely, went 
home.

The 
preacher finished preaching, gave 
the invitation. Our fmend walked 
down the aisle, blinded with his 
tears, gave his heart to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. A few weeks later 
he knelt at the altar again and 
said, ““The Lord has called me to 
preach the gospel.” 

He came to the Seminary in 
Fort Worth. One day he was sit- 
ting in the Texas Hotel when a 
travelling salesman who had 
known him accosted him. “Well, 
Charlie, surely glad to see you. 
Haven't seen you for years, seems 
like. Did you change your busi- 
ness ?”’

The question, “What think ye 
of Christ?” becomes “What will 
you do with His claims?”

What will you do with His claims? 

He claims not only to be the 
only Saviour, but the only resur- 
rection.

He that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live, and whoso 
liveth and believeth in me shall 
never die.” In words that sound 
like Hell fury, in words that are 
as sweet as Heaven’s music, Jesus 
Christ tells us that there is a resur- 
rection at His coming for those who 
believe, and another resurrection 
a thousand years later for those 
who die in their sins. He claims to 
be the only resurrection unto life 
eternal. What will you do with 
His claims, not only as Saviour, 
but as the resurrection? 

The Lord Jesus Christ claims 
to be the only judge. He says, 
“The Father judgeth no man, but 
hath given, appointed, put over 
into the hands of his Son judg- 
ment.” Jesus Christ is the one 
judge, Jesus Christ is the mighty 


tribunal. No wonder Paul the apos- 
tle said, ‘‘We must all appear be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ.” 
No wonder at the end of time they 
will cry for the rocks and the 
mountains to fall on them, to hide 
them from the face of Him who 
sitteth on the throne, and from 
the wrath of the Lamb. O beloved, 
if you will not accept Him as 
Saviour here, you will have toa 
face Him as judge and execution- 
hereafter.

I. Socialism Comes With 
Decay of Morals and 
Principles 

You ask, “Is not socialism a 
natural and sensible or to-be-ex- 
pected development?” 

ANSWER: The development ot! 
socialism is natural in the sense 
that man is inherently wicked. The 
human heart is deceitful. For this 
reason, human governments usual- 
ly start out better and end worse. 
The rise and fall of empires all 
over the world shows this prin- 
ciple. As people prosper, they de- 
cay in morals and more and more 
try to gain some advantage over 
their fellows, some way to make 
a living without work, some was 
to be supported by the govern- 
ment. For example, during the 
toman Empire shortly before its 
fall, the government put on great 
exhibitions to keep the common 
rabble, the plebians, content. They 
had great exhibitions in the Col- 
osseum at Rome, gladitorial com- 
bats, combats with wild beasts. 
They even made a lake in the Col- 
osseum and built ships and had 
sea battles with the death of many, 
to please the thousands of idle 
populace and keep their support. 
The government furnished free 
bread, importing wheat. For a sea- 
son the government seemed to 
with armies conquering 
other countries and bringing in 
heavier taxes. But the moral qual- 
ity among the people_broke down. 
Decay in home life And business, 
as well as corruption in govern- 
ment, increased until the Roman 
Empire fell. That is something 
like the story of all nations. That 
is why socialism or other immoral 
and anti-Christian principles are 
likely to prosper and are ‘‘to-be- 
expected” developments. 

Socialism was fathered by Karl 
Marx. An essential part of his 
doctrine is atheism. Karl Marx 
says that religion is “the opiate 
of the people.’ The doctrines of 
socialism are anti-Christian and 
he knew it. They are contrary to 
the Bible and he knew it. Com- 
munism, which grew out of social- 
ism, retained the essential teach- 
ings of Karl Marx, and socialism 
is always headed toward commun- 
ism. The only essential difference 
is that socialists try to have a 
peaceful revolution, while com- 
munists want a violent overthrow 
of government for the same ends. 


II. Bible Clearly Opposes 
Socialist Doctrine 
and Practice 

You ask, “If we had a capable, 
honest, respectable, talented Chris- 
tian national leader, instead of the 
pigmy and unscrupulous one, as 
that at present, I am wondering 
if we would not be less opposed?” 


ANSWER: But you suppose an 
impossibility. An out-and-out 
Christian cannot be an out-and- 
out socialist. Those who do not 
know what socialism means may 
think so, or those who do not 
know what the Bible teaches may 
think so. But those who know the 
Bible and who know socialism, 
know that they are incompatible, 
that they are mutually exclusive. 
Karl Marx knew that. It is no ac- 
cident that he was an atheist and 
insisted that atheism must go with 
socialism, and that the socialist 
State must put down religion. 


There are certain great Bible 
principles which outlaw socialism 
as un-Christian and immoral. 
Some of these principles are as 
follows: 


1. The Right of Private Ownership 
of Property 

This is clearly expressed in the 
Ten Commandments, in the com- 
mands, ““Thou shalt not steal” and 
“Thou shalt not covet” (Exod. 20: 
15, 17). It is made clear in the 
Bible provision, “If a man shall 
steal an ox, or a sheep, and kill 
it, or sell it; he shall restore five 
oxen for an ox, and four sheep 
for a sheep. If a thief be found 
breaking up, and be smitten that 
he die, there shall no blood be 
shed. for him.” Here the right of 
private ownership of property is 
very explicitly stated. And a man 
is allowed to defend his property 
even to the point of killing the

thief that comes at night, who 
could not otherwise be caught and 
punished. And throughout the Mo- 
saic law, and throughout the New 
Testament epistles, it is made 
clear that private ownership of 
property is a sacred right of in- 
dividuals. 

Socialism teaches that it is bet- 
ter for property to be owned by 
the mass of people, not by in- 
dividuals. But there is no such 
teaching in the Bible. The Bible 
directly contradicts it. 


2. Private Profit a Bible Doctrine 

The principle of 
money invested is clearly taught 
throughout the Bible. Socialists 
speak as if profit is sinful. The 
Bible does not. In the parable of 
the pounds in Luke 19:11-27 Jesus 
clearly taught that the man who 
took one pound (a certain weight 
of money) and invested it in bus- 
iness and gained ten pounds, was 
to be commended, “Well, thou 
good servant; because thou hast 
been faithful in a very little, have 
thou authority over ten cities.,”’ 
The man who gained five pounds 
was praised, but not so much. And 
the man who did not have any 
profit on the investment is called 
“Thou wicked servant.” Those who 
would limit legitimate profits are 
contrary to the Bible. Those who 
scoff at profits as unworthy or 
immoral are silly and wicked. 

Again in the parable of the 
talents in Matthew 25:14-30, Jesus 
teaches the principle of private 
ownership of property, of capital 
investment, and of profit on in- 
vestments. Jesus Ulustrates Him- 
self by the nobleman who delivers 
his goods to his servants, five tal- 
ents (many thousands of dollars) 
to one servant, to another servant 
two talents and to another, one. 
Again one servant, who by faith- 
ful hard work in business doubled 
his money, was praised; while the 
man who brought no profit was 
condemned, “Thou wicked and 
Sslothful servant.”’” When you hear 
anybody speak slightingly of prof- 
its as if they were wrong, you may 
know that he either does not know 
what the Bible teaches.or that he 
is deliberately against the Bible 
and God’s plan for men 

Again in the parable of the sow- 
er Jesus plainly shows that men 
should expect profit from. their 
labor. He tells about a farmer who 
sowed the ground and of the re- 
sults of the seed sown. “But other 
fell into good ground, and brought 
forth fruit, some an hundredfold, 
some sixtyfold, some thirtyfold.” 
In other words, it is not wrong, 
but proper and right, if a farmer 
can get his seed back a hundred 
times over. And to get increase of 
thirtyfold, that is, three thousand 
per cent is the least figure given! 
This illustrates that people are to 
invest their time and their prop- 
erty and use it and expect profit 
from it. That is the Bible doctrine 
which socialists deny and which 
communists deny. 

An authority recently revealed 
that the government now gets two 
and one-half times as much in 
taxes from a business as the in- 
vestors who put up the money and 
make the business possible can 


protit§ for 


get. For example, a husband died 
leaving his widow, let us say, 
$6,000. We suppose she invests 


that in the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany stock or in the American 
Telephone Company § stock, as 
hundreds of thousands of others 
have done; or she might invest it 
in a little dry cleaning plant in 
her own town, or in a garage run 
by a son or nephew. If she got 
the normal profit from the bus- 
iness, it might run $50 a month, 
which is certainly not much. But 
after the government takes a big 
Slice to support all its bureaucrats 
and keep its hundreds of thousands 
of voters on the payroll, she will 
get, not $50 a month, but $14, the 
government taking two and one- 
half times as much for taxes as 
the widow gets on her life saving 
upon which she must depend for 
her declining years. This idea that 
the government should discourage 
private enterprise, should take a- 
way all but the bare minimum of 
profit, is a wicked idea, wholly 
contrary to the teachings of the 


Bible. It is also deadly dangerous 


to the economy of America, mak- 
ing it unprofitable to start new 
businesses, and unprofitable to 
risk capital which may be taken 
in confiscatory taxes and may 
make a normal return on money 
impossible. 


3. Reward in Proportion to Merit 
—God’s Law of Sowing and 
Reaping 

Connected with this there is a 
very clear divine law, often stated 
in the Scriptures, that “whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he 
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“For even when we were with 
you, this we commanded you, that 
if any would not work, neither 
should he eat. For we hear that 
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are such we command and exhort 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
with quietness they work and eat 
their own bread” (II Thess. 3:10- 
12). Here the Bible clearly teaches 
that the man who works harder 
should have more to eat. The man 
who plans and schemes and_ toils 
ought to get greater return for 
his toil. The manager is worth 
more than the laborer, worth more 
to the business, worth more to 
society, and worthy of more honor 
before God.

The socialistic idea that farmers 
should be paid more for their 
goods than the law of supply and 
demand provides is contrary to 
the Bible. For the law of supply 
and demand is itself a part of this 
divine law of sowing and reaping. 
If what a farmer raises is of benc- 
fit to society, there will be a de- 
mand for it. He has earned what 
it sells for. It is good for farmers 
to have information and help a- 
bout marketing and about how 
much demand for certain articles 
there will be, and what will be 
the supply. But for the rest of us 
to have to pay taxes to subsidize 
‘farmers and pay them money that 
they have not earned is sinful. For 
a factory to have to take on work- 
ers they do not need or to pay men 
amore than they earn is wicked. 
**Feather-bed” jobs on the railroad 
where a man is paid a day's wages 
when he does not do a day’s work 
are contrary to the Bible. I have 
rented theaters for revival serv- 
ices and have had to pay an elec- 
trician a full day’s wages every 
day when he did nothing but turn 
on the lights, and sometimes not 
even that. That is socialistic but 
it is anti-Christian and contrary 
to the Bible. The Bible rule is that 
people are to-reap according as 
they sow. They are to profit ac- 
cording as they work. Men are to 
be paid according to their merits. 


The socialistic idea as stated 
by Karl Marx that each one should 
work as he is able and each one 
receive according to his needs 
sounds well—but it is an anti- 
scriptural statement. What a man 
receives ought to be in proportion 
to what he is worth to society, ac- 
cording to the work he does. 


So if a good man, a church man, 


a professed Christian man, runs 
for President on a New Deal or 
socialistic program, then we know 
that he does not understand the 
Bible; and however good his in- 
tentions, he will lead America a- 
way from God. There will be so- 
cialists who do know what social- 
ism means—know that it is athe- 
istic and anti-Christian, and that 
it leads away from the Bible 
standard of capitalistic free en- 
terprise. 


4. Capital, Private Investment for 
Profit, a Bible Principle 

Capitalism is a term hated by 
many, but actually capitalism sim- 
ply expresses the doctrine taught 
in the Bible, that men have a 
right to save up money, own prop- 
erty, and get return from the use 
of the money and the use of the 
property. A man bought a ram- 
shackle old car, painted “taxi’’ on 
the sides, and hired a man to run 
it. He is a capitalist, though he 
had only $300 invested. Another 
man set up a hamburger joint and 
hired a cook to help him. He is a 
capitalist. The parables of Jesus 
again and again tell how He en- 
dorses capitalism. He endorsed the 
capitalism of the nobleman who 
left pounds with his servants, or 
talents with his servants, to run 
his business. He endorsed the cap- 
italism of a man who owned a 
vineyard and hired workers. The 
idea that the workers ought to 
own property without buying it 
is utterly opposed in the Bible; 


and John the Baptist preached, | 


“Be content with your wages” 
(Luke 3:14). The Scripture com- 
mands, 
them that are your masters ac- 
cording to the flesh, with fear and 
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“Servants, be obedient to'| 


trembling, in singleness of your 
heart, as unto Christ” (Eph. 6:5). 
And again and again the Bible 
teaches that the plan of workmen 
and bosses is of God, that private 
ownership of property and of hir- 
ing of labor is of God, that the 
investment of capital and taking 
profit from it honestly is of God. 


With these things in mind, you 
can see that no informed Chris- 
tian, well-instructed in the Bible, 
can be a socialist; and when a 
man appears to be a good Chris- 
tian and runs on a socialistic plat- 
form, you may know that either 
he does not know what it is ail 
about, or he is friendly to the 
atheism and the anti-Bible atti- 
tude of socialism. 


Ill, American Business 
Brought Prosperity, Socialism 
Actually Hindered 

You say, “For my part, I can’t 
help but admit that the common 
man has a somewhat better eco- 
nomic life than he has ever had... 

“Traveling about, I see better 
farm homes... 

“It does seem that our present 
government is seeking to buy the 
votes of factory laborers and Ne- 
groes and farmers, but we have 
to admit these three groups were 
and have been hard-pressed, to 
put it mildfy.” Then you mention 
sawmill workers of the past and 
others. ‘ 


1. How Improved Machinery and 
Business Enterprise Increased 
Wealth 

ANSWER: Yes, there has been 
an improvement in the lot of far- 
mers and of factory workers and 
of Negroes, as you say. But you 
are very wrong in supposing that 
a socialistic program made that 
improvement. Primarily that im- 
provement came about by improv- 
ed machinery, increased produc- 
tion, and by business itself, not by 
the government. 


Let me illustrate: In my boy- 
hood, forty-five years ago, I knew 
men who had worked on farms 
all their lives. A man was an old 
man, bent and worn out, at fifty 
years of age. He had followed a 
walking turning-plow, a walking 
cultivator, had worn himself out 
working twelve hours a day for 
many, many years in the greatest 
toil. But even in my boyhood walk- 
ing plows gave way to riding 
plows. Instead of a single mule 
plowing a six-inch furrow when I 
was ten years old, we had six 
mules to a big triple-disc plow. 
Here a small boy did six times as 
much work with modern machin- 
ery aS a mature man had been 
able to do before. So farm income 
went up during those days, long 
before the New Deal. 

Today modern farms produce 
four times as much goods per 
man-hour of work as they did 
twenty years ago. The natural in- 
crease in farm income, without 
government subsidies, would have 
greatly improved farm life. I re- 
member atthe close of- World War 
I when it was thought there was 
not enough land in America to 
grow food for the multitudes com- 
ing. Now we know that ground 
can be made to produce much, 
much more, by modern farming 
methods and with modern machin- 
ery. Much marginal land has now 
been turned back to pasture for 
this reason. The growth in ma- 
chinery and in modern methods 
has brought aboud a great increase 
in income per farmer. Likewise in 
industry—for the average worker 
now there are thousands of dol- 
lars worth of machinery used. In 
England, the miners who mine 
with pick and shovel turn out only 
a fraction as much as miners turn 
out in America with modern ma- 
chinery. Don’t credit the New 
Deal for that. Modern business, 
so hated by socialists, is respon- 
sible for the difference. 


In offices once men were hired 
to write out in longhand business 
letters. Then typewriters came a- 
long and greatly increased the out- 
put of offices, and of course in- 
creased the wages of workers. 
Now,. instead of dictating to a 
typist, I am dictating to a ma- 
chine, saving the typist’s time. She 
will work only about half as much 
in getting this letter written as 
she would have a few years ago, 
had I dictated to her shorthand 
notebook. And at the Sword of 
the Lord office we have two au- 


tomatic typewriters that can be 
set to write the same letter over 
and over again, with one girl run- 
ning both of them and doing other 
things besides, and saving lots of 
time and money. So naturally we 
can pay more. 

In every kind of production, 
American businessmen and Amer- 
ican genius, and free enterprise 
have so greatly increased the out- 
put per man-hour, that income has 
risen, prices have been made more 
reasonable (relative to income), 
and the good things of life have 
been spread among the multitudes. 
The New Deal had little to do 
with this. And what it did have to 
do with it was wrong. 


2. To Take One Man’s Rightfully- 
Earned Property and Give it to 
Others Unearned, to Get 
Their Votes, Is Dishonest 
Demagoguery 

Let us say that some people, it 
is true, have appeared to benefit 
from the New Deal. Farmers have 
gotten some money..that they 
didn’t earn, paid to them in sub- 
sidies, made up by the rest of us 
taxpayers. The Muscle Shoals and 
Tennessee Valley Authorities have 
gotten electricity to common peo- 
ple some cheaper than other pow- 
er companies could do so, perhaps. 
But the rest of us have paid it in 
taxation. But with taxes mounting 
sky-high, and with dollars buying 
less and less, still the government 
could not keep out of debt. So 
what really happens is that these 
people who got government sub- 
sidies, who got things they didn't 
earn from a New Deal govern- 
ment which was buying their 
votes, simply piled up debts which 
they and their children will have 
to pay, or which will topple this 
government over, sooner or later. 
No one gets something for noth- 
ing. Somebody always has to pay. 
And crooked politicians who buy 
votes by giving people what they 
do not earn, after taking it away 
from others who do earn it, are 
doing no favor to America. 


The truth is that the increase of 
prosperity was not brought about 
by the New Deal, but was brought 
about by the machine age, by 
modern civilization, by science ap- 
plied to daily life; and the govern- 
ment had practically nothing to 
do with these factors except to 
hamstring them by public critic- 
ism and by enormous taxation, 
and expensive and crippling red 
tape. 


IV. Corruption, Waste, In- 
efficiency and Dishonesty 
Naturally Go With 
Socialism 

You say, “Again I say, it seems 
to me that socialism is a part of 
destiny, but the corruption and 
the moral rot and dishonesty on 
the part of our leaders is what 
makes socialism-seem so nasty.” 

ANSWER: But you are mistak- 
en, and all sincere socialists are 
mistaken, in supposing that cor- 
ruption and moral rot and dishon- 
esty of the New Deal administra- 
tion does not inherently go with 
socialism. It does. Socialism never 
did work successfully and it can- 
not work now for several reasons. 


1. Enlightened Self-Interest Ex- 
pressed in Profit and Wages 
Are Proper Motives 
for Work 


Enlightened self-interest is a 
proper motive, and the strongest 
motive, to get people to work. 
Wages according to one’s. work, 
on the part of labor, and profit 
according to one’s ingenuity and 
vigilance and careful administra- 
tion, on the part of management— 
these are God-appointed motives 
for work. 

Put two people up to work on 
two jobs, right across the street 
from each other, and see how it 
works. Let one man be working 
under the O.P.A. system, and paid 
by the government, irrespective 
of his merits. Let another man be 
working at his own job, to make 
money, and you will see that pri- 
vate enterprise works better than 
socialism. It always has been that 
way and it always will be that 
way. Again and again groups of 
serious, idealistic people, often 
Christian people, have gotten to- 
gether to start a communal or col- 
lective enterprise, where each 
would-work the best he could and 
all would share alike. They have 


never succeeded for the simple 
reason that people do not work 
well where the law of supply and 
demand, the Bible law of sowing 
and reaping, does not have proper 
play. If people are not paid more 
for more work, they will not do 
more work. 

In management it works the 
same way. The post office depart- 
ment runs at a deficit all the time. 
It is owned by the government, 
and the postmaster general's of- 
fice is used as a reward for pol- 
itical service. So it costs Amer- 
icans millions of dollars in taxa- 
tion to keep up our post office 
system. But side by side with the 
postal system, the American Ex- 
press Company, run by private en- 
terprises, does the same kind of 
work and makes a profit. And it 
gives better service. If you don’t 
believe it, try ten different post 
offices and ten different express 
offices and see which place you 
get the most courteous treatment, 
the most eager service! Bureau- 
cracy. is itself hurtful and wrong, 
and anti-social. 

If government owns business, 
then a man can keep his job not 
by doing more work, but by keep- 
ing a political pull. Then the boss 
who has political pull can give 
jobs to those who pay him a little 
on the side. He does not have to 
make the business pay anyhow— 
the government (meaning the rest 
of us taxpayers) pays all the bills 
anyway! The more government 
meddles in business, the more it 
hires employees, that much more 
corruption and dishonesty is in- 
evitable. 

In England, it has been proven 
beyond any doubt that the steel 
mills owned by the government 
will not turn out as much steel 
as when they are controlled by 
private industry. Coal mines own- 
ed by the government and run by 
the government will not turn out 
as much coal as when the mines 
are run by private enterprise. And 
if the government ever succeeds 
in socializing medicine, and the 
government hires the doctors and 
runs the hospitals, then there will 
be more malingering by people 
who are not sick but who want at- 
tention, there will.be more crook- 
edness among doctors, there will 
be poorer service in hospitals and 
by physicians, because in taking 
away initiative and private enter- 
prise and enlightened self-interest 
and in killing the profit-motive, 
we kill the goose that lays the 
golden egg. Socialistic government 
kills moral principle, kills initia- 
tive, so that necessarily waste, 
dishonesty, and higher expenses 
of government administration in- 
evitably come. 

For instance, even the poorest 
people who think they have been 
helped by government subsidies, 
taken away from people that earn- 
ed it, by governments who wanted 
to use that tax money to buy 
votes with, would find that, if we 
could be rid of all the bureaucracy, 
the red tape, the waste and ex- 
travagance of a socialistic govern- 
ment, and if we had only the sim- 
ple primitive government of the 
United States of twenty-five or 
thirty years ago, business would 
have increased so much more, that 
the commonest workman would 
have gained far more in actual 
benefits than he has by the dis- 
honesty of a socialistic govern- 
ment, which has piled billions of 
debt upon the people, and has 
stolen from others their rightful 
earnings, to buy votes of labor and 
farmers and other favored classes 
who had more votes. Actually we 
have lost in prosperity, not gain- 
ed, by the socialism in America, 


2. Wasteful Meddling of the New 
Deal Prolonged the Depres- 
sion, Now Makes Waste, 
Decreases Production 
and Prosperity 


It is a silly idea, advanced by 
mountebanks and rabble rousers, 
that Hoover brought on the de- 
pression, and that the New Deal 
saved America out of the depres- 
sion. Actually the exact opposite 
is the truth. America had had 
great depressions before, but they 
never lasted more than a few 
weeks or months at most. But 
America quickly recovered because 
the law of supply and demand, the 
law of sowing and reaping, was 
allowed to take effect and. even

‘ihings up so there could be 
‘quick comeback. But with the | 
nieddling of Roosevelt and the 
Wew Deal, wages in the union 
were kept abnormally high, and 


wherever possible prices were Kept 
high. If men had been allowed to 
‘work for whatever they could get, 
there would not have been unem- 
ployment. There was still need for 
ylenty of labor. If farmers had 
been allowed to sell their goods 
é whatever the market would 
bring, they could have sold all 
their goods. It was silly and waste- 
{ul and wicked to kill hogs when 
;cople were without food, to plow 
up one row out of every three in 
‘cotton, when millions did not have 
enough clothes. All this interfer- 
ence with God's own economic 
Jaws prolonged the depression for 
years when it would have cured 
fiself automatically in a_ few 
fnonths had God’s law been allow- 
ed to take its effect. 


. Men may think that artificial 
regulation of economy is better 
than God’s law of sowing and 
reaping, the law of supply and de- 
ynand, but itJjs not. There is never 
any reason for scarcity, if we let 
Cod’s laws work. There are al- 
ways people who could buy normal 
amounts of food, and of grain, and 
of steel products and manufactur- 
ed goods, if we let our market 
find its own level. There are al- 
ways jobs to be done, at proper 
wages, relative to the need, if we 
allow wages to seek their proper 
Jevel. Artificial pegging of stand- 
ards that have no relation to God's 


Jaws are back of much of our 
troubles. 
I am for high wages. I am for 


big production. I am for normal 
prices. But let goods sell for what 
they are worth. Let labor bring 
what it is worth. Keep the market 
open. Do not kill the labor market 
tiv closed shop. Do not kill the 
market for goods by pegged, high 
peices. Sometimes in emergency 
cases like as in war, there ought 
perhaps to be a top limit on wages 
end prices in an emergency. But 
that is the unusual thing, and even 
£0 it will soon adjust itself. Be- 


cause the more demand there is 
#or labor, the more labor-saving 
yrachines will be installed and 


yniore people will work. The more 
cemand there is for any goods, 
the more of those goods will be 
supplied, to make a profit. God’s 
economic laws, like all of God’s 
Jaws, always work. Interference 
with these laws, or deliberately 
wreaking these laws, always brings 
trouble. 

It is true that Roosevelt and the 
Wew Deal administration did buy 
the votes of many people by “dis- 
(ributing the wealth” as these so- 
cialists called it. That means they 
took money from some who had 
earned it and gave it to others 
who had not earned it. Their mo- 
{ives were selfish in the main; 
they were simply buying votes and 
that philosophy fitted their crav- 


. sag to stay in power. But to teach 


that socialistic measures brought 
America out of the depression is 
silly and contrary to the facts. 
‘There would have been far more 
economic prosperity if men had 
simply follewed God's laws of sup- 


ply and demand, without such high 
taxes, without such extravagance 
and waste and red tape. 


3. Class Hatred So Carefully Cul- 
tivated by New Dealers and 


Communists Is Wicked, 
Un-Christian and Un- 
American 
Another terrible result of so- 
cialism “is inevitable; that is, the 
setting of class against class. All 


this talk about “dirty capitalists,” 
all this talk of “sweat shops,” of 
“slave labor laws” (referring men- 
daciously to the ‘Taft-Hartley 
Law) is wicked. All this setting 
up of a political party to get the 
votes of labor, to get the votes ot 
farmers as opposed to other class- 
es, is wicked. But that is essential- 
ly the doctrine of socialism and 
the method of socialism. One has 
a right to suspect the patriotism 
and the integrity of any man who 
sets out especially t6 say he is 
“for labor” or “for the farmers” 
or “for colored people,” as if these 
groups or any other groups should 
have their champions, against the 
rest of the people. Why not just 
be for_God and the country, and 
people everywhere? Why not just 
be an American and be for Amer- 
icans? Why should not every man 
who goes to Congress, and every 
man who seeks the Presidency just 
be for the good of the whole olf 
America? What is good for one 
is good for all of us. Anything 
that cripples one part of our na- 
tion cripples all of us eventually. 
To raise racial hate or class hate 
and to arouse enmity against man- 
agement, against big business or 
little business, against capital, is 
essentially wicked and un-Amer- 
ican. The man who encourages 
oppression of big business today 
will tomorrow be hurting small 
business and labor. The man who 
takes away the liberties of any of 
us will find his own liberties in- 
volved sooner or later. If Presi- 
dent Truman can illegally seize 
the steel mills (private property, 
legitimate and scriptural accord- 
ing to the philosophy of the Bible), 
tomorrow he can seize your home 
or your car or your cow or the 
Sword of the Lord. Socialism nec- 
essarily means buying the votes 
of the people who have the most 
votes, by attacking the group that 
has the fewer votes. And that is 
wrong. It necessarily means high- 
er taxes for people of more enter- 
prise, more education, more hard 
work, or more genius, in order to 
buy the votes of people with lesser 
energy or lesser skill or lesser in- 
tegrity. 

In other words, socialism is es- 
sentially corrupt: It goes against 
God’s laws, against Christianity, 
against the Bible, against true 
Americanism. It goes against the 
things that make for good char- 
acter and prosperity. The corrup- 
tion and waste and extravagance 
and debt of the New Deal are a 
part of the lack of principle in- 
volved. They are inevitable with 
socialism.
